IHTEBHATZOHAZ.  LSSSOH, 
'KAJtCH  30. 

Text  of  the  Lesson,  John  xx.,  1-18 
Golden  Text,  John  xi.,  25. 

1,  2.  “Ihey  have  taken  away  the 
Lord  out  of  the  sepulcher  and  we 
know  not  where  thew  have  laid 
Him."  These  were  the  words  of 
Mai*y  Magdalene  to  Peter  and  John 
on  her  return  from  the  sepulcher 
early  on  the  morning  of  the  resur¬ 
rection  day.  As  all  the  lessons  of 
the  quarter  have  shown  us  the  power 
and  doings  of  the  risen  and  ascended 
Christ,  it  is  not  amiss  on  this  re¬ 
view  day,  which  hapi>ens  to  bo  East¬ 
er.  to  consider  again  especially  His 
resurrection.  Vfe  see  in  those  women 
as  in  the  apostles,  true  believers  in 
and  followers  of  tho  Lord  Jesus, 
with  life  and  tho  future  all  dark  to 
them  because  they  know  not  of  the 
resurrection,  and  they  know  not  be¬ 
cause  they  believed  not.  In  tho  1<«- 
sons  of  tho  quarter  Wo  have  seen 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  men 
and  women  made  new  creatures  in 
tho  power  of  His  resurrection.  We 
need  to  be  often  reminded  that  if 
Christ  be  not  risen  all  preaching  is 
vain  and  none  has  boon  sav'ed  or  ev¬ 
er  will  be.  but  Christ  being  risen  up 
from  the  dead,  and  having  all  power 
in  heaven  and  earth  every  purpose 
of  the  Lord  shall  be  performed  (1. 
Cor.  XV.  12-28.)

Hot  Cross  Bui 


There  are  various  stories  to 
garding  tho  origin  of  the  f 
hot  cross  bun.  The  siuiples 
planation  Is  that  when  tho  r< 
observances  of  Holy  Week  w 
more  strict  than  now  only  a 
tunount  of  bread  was  allowetJ 
eaten  on  Holy  Friday,  and  th 
marked  ofl  in  tho  dough  to  si 
length  and  breadth.  But  the 
continued  to  cross  their  doug 
after  the  occasion  for  mo 
bread  had  passed.  Whether  tl 
duo  to  force  of  habit  or  fro 
ligious  sentiment  is  a  matt 
conjecture. 

It  is  possible  timt  bread  was 
ed  with  tho  sign  of  tho  cross 
that  B.vmbol  was  so  prominoi 
all  minds  during  tho  celobrat 
Holy  Week.

PEACH  AND  PLUM  ROT. 

Our  (?xperimcnts  in  the  treatment 
of  monilia,  tho  rot  of  peach  and 
plums,  lost  year  wore  not  altogether 
satisfactory,  says  Prof.  M.  B.  Waite 
of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  In  fact,  this  bos  been 
tho  usual  experience  of  investigators 
all  over  the  country  for  several 
years  past.  The  fact  is  tliat  spray¬ 
ing  with  bordcaux  mixture  reduces 
the  monilia  fungus,  but  tho  mixture 
itself  is  injurious  to  the  foliage.  This 
has  varied  with  the  strength  of  the 
mixture  used  and  tho  amount  of  lime 
it  contains,  and  in  uhexplainable 
ways  it  has  varied  in  different  sca- 
.sons,  Fmes  and  places.  \Vc  hesitate 
to  advise  anyone  to  spray  peaches 
and  Japanese  plums  after  the  foliage 
is  out,  on  account  of  tho  danger  of 
injuring  tl»e  leaves.  The  injury  is 
of  two  sorts:  First,  the  .short-hole 
or  corrosive  effect,  by  which  the  fun¬ 
gicide  scorches  and  cut.s  holes  out 
of  tho  leaves;  thi.s  follows  shortly 
after  tho  spraying:  and  second,  the 
defoliating  effect,  which  comes  on 
gradually,  from  a  week  to  a  month, 
or  oven  two  or  thrw  months  after 
tho  sproying  is  done. 

There  is  no  (luestion  about  the  de¬ 
sirability  of  spraying  before  the  buds 
open  (fr  at  tho  time  they  are  swel¬ 
ling.  Thi.s  will  prevent  peach  leaf, 
curl  and  will  also  be  ^idvantageous 
for  the  monilia.  For  tins  purpo.se 
tlio  standard  bordcaux  ff-1-50  formu¬ 
la,  that  is  0  pounds  bluoslonc*,  4 
pounds  lime  and  50  gallons  water, 
cun  lui  used,  or  even  more  concon- 
tiated  if  necessary.  'IMn*  trees 
should  bo  sprayed  until  they  are 
blue.  If  any  spraying  at  all  is  done 
after  tiie  foliage  is  out,  It  should  be 
done  witJi  a  formula  containing  3 
pounds  of  hluestono  to  0  pounds  of 
lime  in  50  gallons  of  water.

FAHM  ADVANTAGKS. 

The  farm  offers  a  sense  of  security 
possessed  in  few  other  positions. 
Not  only  is  there  insecurity  of  po¬ 
sition  among  those  working  on  sal¬ 
ary,  but  there  is  often  insecurity  of 
business  itself.  Who  of  us  has  not 
seen  a  business  swept  away  by  some 
industrial  revolution.  The  farm  al¬ 
so  offers  a  largo  degree  of  inde¬ 
pendence.  There  is  no  absolute  in¬ 
dependence:  we  ure  each  related  to 
the  other,  but  upon  the  farm  there 
is  none  of  the  servile  flattery  often¬ 
times  dtMuanded  in  other  lines.

As  tte  legal  term  of  the  life  of  the 
present  Ontario  Legislature  expires 
this  week,  and  we  may  therefore  look 
auy  day  for  a  Goverumcnt  prcclama> 
tiOD  dibsolvin;;  the  present  House  and 
fixing  the  date  of  the  next  general 
election,  will  you  allow  me,  as  an 
observant  elector  of  Lennox,  space  to 
say  a  few  words  respecting  the  man 
we  should  choose  for  our  next  Repre* 
seotative?  Lennox  is  one  of  the  oldest 
settled  and  most  intelligent  counti^  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  with  a  class 
of  iudependent  and  well  informed 
farmers  second  to  none  <n  the  Province. 
It  is  fitting  that  we  should  select  a 
man  from  among  ourselves  whose 
voice  may  be  heard,  and  whose  in* 
iluei.ce  may  be  felt,  in  our  legislative 
hall.

After  them  fol¬ 
lowed  John  Solomon  Cartwrright,  also 
a  man  of  great  ability  and  influence, 
and  he,  for  years,  made  the  influence 
of  this  county  much  felt.  This  county 
also  supplied  from  among  its  natives 
such  men  as  the  Hon.  Christoplier 
Hagerman,  at  one  time  a  leader  in  the 
Legislature  and  a  master  spirit  in  the 
Government  of  his  day  ;  and  the  Hon. 
Henry  Uuiian,  who,  for  years,  was 
speaker  of  the  Legislature,  and  about 
sixteen  other  natives  of  the  county, 
who  represented  this  or  other  import¬ 
ant  coDstitueoces.  A  county  once 
occupying  our  position  and  influence 
ought  to  always  see  to  it  that  some  of 
its  native  sons  should  he  sent  quite 
capable  of  well  representing  its  inter¬ 
ests  and  of  making  its  influence  felt. 

Allow  me  to  say  tlnit.  in  rny  liumble 
opinion,  the  Liberals  liavo  selected,  as 
their  candidate  and  standard  bearer, 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Marshall  Madoie, 
a  man  worthy  and  capable  of  well 
representing  the  intelligence  and  the 
interests  of  this  county.  He  is  a 
native  son  of  the  county,  born,  reared 
and  educated  among  ur.  His  views 
and  sympathies  are  those  of  the 
majority  of  the  people  of  this  county. 
His  interests  in  busines.s  are  ail  cen¬ 
tred  in  this  county.  By  his  ow’u 
energy  and  business  abilities  he  lias 
become  one  of  our  most  prominent  and 
influential  business  men,  and  a  very 
large  tax-payer.

SIDELIGHTS  ON  CANADIAN  POLI¬ 
TICAL  QUESTIONS. 

Totlie  Editor  of  The  Expbess. 

Sir — Being  a  Canadian  and  taking 
au  interest  in  my  country  I  would  like 
space  in  your  paper  to  state  a  few 
ideas  from  memory  on  some  (questions 
affecting  Canada. 

The  first  important  question  is  the 
transportation  problem,  all  the  money 
that  is  being  spent  on  making  the 
Canadian  route  and  properly  spent  1 
think  is  good  and  right,  but  along 
with  that  and  to  further  it  as  a  Cana¬ 
dian  route  Newfoundland  should  be 
taken  into  the  confederation  and  with 
her  debt  as  ^  Dominion  debt  New¬ 
foundland  then  bears  her  portion  of  it. 
The  railway  across  the  island  helps  to 
make  it  quicker  for  passengers  and 
small  package  freight.  Whereas  if  it 
is  not  taken  into  the  Dominion  it  may 
be  lost  to  confederation  and  to  the 
British  Domains.  Then  Canada  will 
be  in  a  nice  position  with  it  a  foreign 
possession  lying  there  to  fortify  and  a 
naval  station  customs  barrier  instead 
of  all  one  uniform  tariff. 

Another  point  while  everyone  is 
looking  to  transportation  and  Montreal 
route.  DOW  comes  the  Northwest  filling 
up  along  with  another  trans  contin¬ 
ental  railway,  The  Canadian  Northern, 
a  Canadian  road  being  built  to  the 
advantage  of  Canadian  commerce, 
as  1  understand  heading  for  Quebec, 
across  the  northern  part  of  Ontario, 
through  what  is  known  as  the  clay 
belt.  Tlien  comes  a  suspicious  looking 
project  I  am  told  is  a  party  of  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  capitalists 
wanting  a  cliarter  for  a  road  from  the 
Sault  Ste  Marie  out  through  the  North¬ 
west  and  probably  to  the  coast,  which 
should  not  be  granted.  Once  they  get 
this  it  is  easy  to  connect  from  the  l^o 
to  Parry  Sound  with  the  Canada 
Atlantic,  thus  taking  the  trade 
of  the  Canadian  Northwest  to  New 
York  by  the  Vanderbilts  and  New 
York  capitalists  to  build  up  New  York 
at  the  expense  of  tlie  St  Lawrence 
route,  Moutreal  and  Quebec,  as  I  sup¬ 
pose  the  Canada  Aatlantic  will  or  does 
cross  the  St  Lawrence  west  of  Mou¬ 
treal  and  go  down  to  New  York.  We 
need  to  throw  our  strength  to  the  new 
trans  continental  Canadian  Nortiiern 
to  get  it  on  its  feet  and  established 

Then  comes  to  the  kind  of  people  to 
fill  up  our  country  with,  to  make  a 
country.

FUTURE  DY  PRAOTIOAL  MBTUODS. 


The  last  aunual  report  of  the  Ho3or*  ^ 
able  the  Minister  of  AgricuUuie  for 
this  Dominion  is  remarkably  interest* 
ing  generally,  but  more  especially 
where  it  refers  to  the  progress  that  is 
being  made  by  young  Canadians  along 
the  lines  of  practical  grain  culture. 

With  a  view  to  stimulating  increased 
interest  in  the  growing  and  systematic 
selection  of  seed  grain,  a  competition 
among  boys  and  girls  living  on  Cana¬ 
dian  farms  was  started  in  the  spring 
of  1900.  To  encourage  them  in  this 
work,  Sir  V^tUiam  C.  Macdonald,  of 
Montreal,  donated  the  sum  of  $10,000 
to  be  given  in  cash  prizes,  according 
to  plans  which  were  arranged  by  Prof. 
Robertson  These  prizes  are  dis¬ 
tributed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Dominion  Department  of  AgricuUnra 

The  competitors  in  the  seed  grain 
competition  are  growing  sesd  grain  on 
specially  prepared  plots  of  land,  one- 
quaiter  of  an  acre  in  each  plot,  select¬ 
ing  seed  each  year  from  these  plots  to 
BOW  on  the  plot  for  the  succeeding 
year.  They  gather  largo,  well-filled 
heads  from  vigorous  plauts  before  the 
grain  is  cut  and  after  all  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  growth  have  been  observed, 
and  then  thresh  these  heads.  By 
screening  and  hand-picking  the  large, 
well-developed  grai  i  from  these  select¬ 
ed  heads,  the  seed  for  next  year’s  seed 
plot  is  secured.  This  means  and  man¬ 
ner  of  selecting  seed  has  now  been 
conducted  for  two  years  on  over  eight 
hundred  Canadian  farms,  which  are 
fairly  well  distributed  throughout  the 
Dominion 

The  exptessioDS  of  appreciation 
which  have  been  received  from  the 
parents  and  teachrrs  of  many  of  the 
boys  and  girls  who  have  undertaken 
the  work  of  managing  a  seed  grain 
plot  have  been  most  gratifying.  The 
nature  study  connected  with  the  selej- 
lion  of  >eod  grain]  according  to  the 
system  followed,  is  as  helpful  as  it  is 
interesting.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  a  systematic  coptinued  selection 
of  seed  grain  from  the  most  vigorous 
and  productive  plants  in  the  plots  will 
lead  to  groat  improvement  in  the  ctops 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  country. 
TiiO  educational  influence  of  the  seed 
grain  competition  is  exerting  a  whole¬ 
some  effect  upon  boys  and  girls  whose 
school  years  are  nearly  ended,  and 
who  may  never  again  be  offered  an 
iuduceaieut  sufficient  to  awaken  and 
to  develop  a  liking  for  a  careful  and 
educational  study  of  nature  and 
nature’s  methods.  Thi.s  progressive 
agricultural  branch  of  the  Macdonald 
Manual  Training  Fund  is  gro  '^ing  in 
influence  and  usefulness  ;  and  there  is 
good  reason  to  aulioipaio  with  confi¬ 
dence  tlmt  it  will  prove  of  perpetual 
advantage  to  Canada,  not  only  through 
the  improvement  of  ■-’eed  grain,  but 
also  through  the  increased  intelligence 
and  enlarged  abilities  of  the  boys  and 
girls  who  iiave  t^ken  part  in  the  com¬ 
petitions.

The  number  of  bird*  tb»t  go  to  the 
nrctjc  regloM  to  breed  le  raet  beyond 
conception.  They  go.  not  by  thou- 
eiiiids,  but  by.  tens  and  hundreds  of 
tboiisands,  and  because  nowhere  else 
In  the  worlfftBees  nature  provide  at 
the  same  Ume  bud  in  the  same  place 
such  a  lavish  prodigality  of  food. 

The  vegetation  consists  of  cranberry, 
cloudberry  and  crowberry  bushes,  and 
those,  forced  by  the  perpetual  sun- 
slilne  of  the  arctic  summer,  bear  enor¬ 
mous  crops  of  fruit.  But  the  crop  Is 
not  ripe  until  the  middle  and  end  of 
the  nrctic  summer,  and  If  the  fruit  eat- 
ill!,,  bli-ds  liiid  to  wait  until  It  was  ripe 
till  y  would  starve  In  the  meantime,  so 
they  arrive  on  the  very  day  of  the 
mi  lting  of  the  snow. 

But  oncli  year  the  snow  descends  on 
nil  Iiiiiiiensc  crop  of  ripe  fruit  before 
the  birds  have  time  to  gather  It  It  is 
thus  pn‘r.crved  perfectly  fresh  and 
pure,  and  the  melting  of  the  snow  dls- 
closes  the  bushes,  with  the  unconsum- 
ed  Inst  year’s  crop  banging  on  them 
cr  lying,  ready  to  be  eaten,  on  tho 
ground. 

TJic  frozen  meal  stretches  across  tho 
breailtli  of  northern  Asia.  It  never 
decays  and  Is  accessible  the  moment 
tlio  snow  melts.  The  same  heat  which 
thaws  the  fruit  brings  Into  being  the 
most  prolific  Insect  life  In  the  world — 
the  mosquito  swarms  on  tho  tundra. 
No  European  can  live  there  without  a 
veil  after  the  snow  melts.  The  gun 
bniTCls  are  black  with  them,  and 
clouds  of  them  often  obscure  the  sight. 

Tims  the  Insect  eating  birds  have 
only  to  open  their  mouths  to  fill  them 
with  mosquitoes,  and  thus  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  swarms  of  clllf  chaffs,  pipis 
and  the  wagtails  in  this  nrctic  region 
is  accounted  for.

There  arc  many  full  ficilgel  Eiigli  li 
citizens  who  are  ilLsiiualHied  from 
nu'iiilicrship  In  parllai'ieiit  and  from 
taking  any  part  in  parliainenlary  elec¬ 
tions.  Thus  all  peers  of  Ihc  realin.  ex¬ 
cept  those  Irish  peers  who  do  not  hap 
pen  to  have  heen  elected  for  life  to 
ropre.seiit  their  order  In  the  house  of 
lonls.  are  barred  from  the  exorcise  of 
franchise.  So.  too.  are  iwlice  olilcinls, 
high  and  low.  They  neither  have  a 
vote  nor  nre  they  eligible. 

Inellglhility  to  parlianient  i  xtends  to 
the  Anglican  clergy,  to  Scottish  Pros- 
byterian  mlullitors  and  to  tlie  Iloinan 
Catholic  priesthood.  Undischii,rgid 
bankrupts  and  those  convicted  of  fol 
ony  and  who  have  not  completed  Ihcir 
sentences  and  are  merely  freed  on 
tickets  of  leave  are  likewise  di.sijuall 
fled  from  election  to  parliament.  So, 
too,  are  young  men  under  the  age  of 
twentj-one  and  persons  who,  having 
been  Judicially  declared  insane,  have 
not  been  legally  restored  to  their  civic 
rights  and  privileges. 

Insanity,  however,  does  not  consti 
tiitc  any  disqualification  In  the  case  of 
the  tipper  house  of  parliament.  Luna

in  place  with  a  piece  of  burlap  nnd 
strings  (never  use  wire)  sAd  let  it 
remain  a  year  or  two,  and  the  borer 
and  the  wound  it  made  will  disap- 
pear,  TJie  coating  of  clay  and  cloth 
keeps  off  the  hot  sun,  induces  a 
good  flow  of  sap,  which  the  borer 
cannot  stand,  and  it  either  dies  or 
is  driven  out.  While  the  nippers  or 
mandibles  of  the  worm  are  sharp  en¬ 
ough  to  cut  partly  dried  wood, 
which  it  eats,  they  are  not  adapted 
to  cutting  dry  clay,  and  when  it 
starts  out  of  the  tree  to  enter  the 
ground  to  form  a  chi’ysalis  prepara¬ 
tory  tb  becoming  a  perfect  beetle,  it 
strikes  the  covering  of  clay  and 
dies.  It  matters  but  little,  however, 
what  becomes  of  it,  as  the  covering 
of  clay  makes  its  entry  into  the  tree 
impossible.  A  bucketful  of  Clay  and 
a  handful  of  b'ur^p  and  strings  in 
the  hands  of  a  man  who  knows 
where  to  look  for  the  pest,  will  de¬ 
stroy  more  borers  in  a  day  than  he 
can  do  by  any  other  method  in  a 
month. 

WHY  1  HIP  MY  HOG.S. 

Ten  years  ago  1  consulte4l  a  gen¬ 
tleman  in  reference  to  the  mode  and 
plan  of  dipping  hogs,  or  rather  he 
consulted  me  by  advocating  the  plan 
which  1  afterward  adopted,  and  one 
that  I  pondered  in  my  mind  for 
years,  believing  it  to  be  the  common 
sense,  practical  and  only  certain 
way  of  preventing  what  is  generally 
known  as  hog  cholera,  says  Mr.  K. 
K.  Axline.  By  observation,  investi¬ 
gation.  research  and  experience,  I 
learned  how  to  develop  a  certain 
type  of  hog,  and  while  I  believe  af¬ 
ter  long  years  of  breeding,  the  Po- 
land-China  hog  superior  in  some  re- 
8p<*ct8  to  any  of  his  rivals  yet  1  am 
frank  to  admit  that  all  the  strains 
of  Uioroughbrod.s  have  their  good 
points. 

My  tank  for  dipping  is  about  ten 
feet  long  and  I  believe  i  feet  deep; 
and  it  is  larger  at  the  top  tlian  at 
the  bottom.  I  have  it  set  into  the 
ground  in  a  box.  My  chute  is  about 
20  feet  long,  the  last  4  or  0  fet*t 
slopes  to  the  end  of  tlu*  lank,  where 
hog  enters  at  an  angle  of  about  2r» 
degrees,  so  whenever  the  front  hogs 
puss  on  incline,  the  rear  hogs  crowd 
them  forward,  and  they  slide  into 
tin*  tank,  g(»ing  entirely  under  the 
solution.  passing  out  on  a  cleated 
board  at  the  other  end  of  the  lank. 
With  litis  plan  and  apparntius  lean 
dip  200  to  300  hogs  in  an  hour.  Af¬ 
ter  the  drove  is  dipped,  I  cover  up 
the  solution  to  prevent  dirt,  ruin  or 
snow  from  getting  into  it.  and  this 
solution  lasts  indefmitrly,  or  us  long 
as  an  ounce  remains.  I  ad<l  the  ne¬ 
cessary  amount  of  liquid  and  water 
whenever  I  want  to  dip.  koe[»ing  the 
tank  a  little  over  half  full  of  the 
dip.  and  I  dip  as  often  as  1  think  it 
necessary  to  keep  my  lierd  in  perfect 
condition.  Whenever  I  bring  my 
iiogs  on  the  farm  I  always  dip  tliem 
twice  ami  feed  tlu*  lemedy  l»*fore  I 
turn  tlK*m  in  lots  with  my  other 
Iiogs.

The  specific  criticisms  made  on  the 
systems  ef  mobile  columns  and 
blockhouses,  says  a  special  corres¬ 
pondent  of  the  lx>ndon  Times,  are 
A  British  mobile  column  requires 
transport,  and  transport  requires  in¬ 
fantry  to  guard  it.  This  at  once  re¬ 
duces  the  mobility  of  a  mobile^col- 
unm  to  the  mobility  of  infantry. 
Only  when  there  is  an  energetic, 
daring  commander,  who  will  utilize 
his  mounted  men  awuy  from  the 
transport,  is  there  much  capturing 
of  Boers.

The  blankets  should  be 
perfectly  dry  before  they  are  taken 
from  the  line,  then  they  should  be 
folded  carefully  and  pressed,  by  plac-

IHTERESTIHG  EXPEBIEKCES 
or  A  LONELY  COUNTRY. 

The  District  -Betwesn  Bleak  La¬ 
brador  and  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods. 

An  interesting  account  of  expe¬ 
riences  in  the  Canadian  forests  is 
given  by  a  writer  for  the  Empire 
Review  under  the  title.  "Canadian 
Voyageurs."  In  the  course  of  it  te 
writes  as  follows  : 

To  those  who  know  the  smell  of 
the  balsam  and  the  aroma  of  the 
twisted  cedar,  who  have  seen  the 
:  infinite  ClilTs,  the  hollow  canyons  and 
;tho  dashing  cascades  of  the  Cana- 
■  dian  northlaiul,  the  yearning  for  the 
!  woods  is  not  one  which  paascs  un¬ 
derstanding.  The  lever  is  still  in  the 
blood  though  the  breed  has  changed. 
The  coiirours  do  bois  were  the  lost 
legion  of  the  French  regime,  but 
they  were  empire  builders,  after  their 
kind,  who  stayed  not  for  forest  or 
torrent,  but  passed  north,  west  and 
south,  to  spread  the  (Jallic  lilies 
over  half  a  continent.  To-day  the 
Canadian  voyageur  is  the  scout  of 
another  empire.  Still  resolutely  he 
pierces  the  sub-Arctic  wilderness,  and 
paddles  his  birch  bark  into  unknown 
watcr%  The  rulers  of  the  old  regime 
set  ^cmsclves  aguin.st  this  woodland 
fevorT*  To-day  the  government  turns 
it  to  "^account  by  organizing  exploi*- 
ing  parlies  between  Iludson  Bay  and 
the  great  lakes. 

Hxpeilitions  of  this  kind  are  na¬ 
turally  through  an  Indian  punting 
I  ground  ;  but  in  that  broad  d/stiict 
isiivtching  from  Labrador  kxa  the 
j  Lake  of  the  Woods,  where  once  « the 
populous  Montagnais,  Algonqulns 
'  and  Poltawaltoinlcs  roamed,  the 
tribes  arc  few  and  far  between.  A 
centtiry  of  commercial  hunting  and 
trapping  has  made  the  peltries 
I  scarce,  and  now  the  straggling  na- 
I  lives  aic  .selling  their  birthright  for 
'a  mess  of  pf)ttage.  The  aborigines 
are  surely  ])assing  with  the  game, 
i  Hunger  ami  exposure  bring  consump- 
|tion,  and  it  is  now  rare  to  find  an 
,  Indian  who.st'  lungs  arc  sound. 

I  AN'  INIKUKSTINi:  TRIP. 

It  wa.s  about  fi  o’clock  on  a  June 
;  morniiig  that  our  small  fleet  of  cu- 
!  m>es  ptivhed  oiT  in  the  rain  from  the 
i  south  shore  of  Lake  Helen,  and  a
